Tho Yotition against the Share Sales Regu- 
lation Bill was seat home Dy last week's mail. 
Tt occupies throo columns and contains three 
avguments, which may be concisely siated 

_ inafewlines. The first. is that the Till will 
. interfere with tho business in shures {rats 
acted botwoen. Hongkong und other places ; 
*-the sec md, that-it will be some trouble for 
#& man to look in, his ledger or enfo to ascor- 
tain the numbers or marks of the sharos he 
is about-to sell; the third, that in the event 
oE the bankruptey of_a seller on’ timo there 
‘would ‘be inconvenience in adjustmg ony 
subsequont transactions that may have taken 
place in relation to the samo shares, ‘There 
£te a number’ of usaértions and denials, ad= 
vanced with the object_of showing that the 
Bilt is unvocossary and that it-will not have 
the effect intendéd, but tho above aro the 
only actual arguments advanesd against it. 
“With respect to the first argument, nainely, 
tie probability of stoppage of business he- 
tween Hongkong and other places, wo will 
ask how the operation of the Bill can 
have that result, LE it had, penile in Hor 
kong woul: then receive the auine protection.

‘Woe, your wemoriolists, are residents of and 
garry on business in Hongkong and are deeply 
interested in the growth and continued pros 
perity of thy colony and claim the right to ad- 
dress you, through tho-suthorized channels, on 
all-occasions when. in owropinion, that growth 
and prosperity is in dangor of boing impedod or- 
diminished, whether by the action of tle Local 
Government or by any othar meana, 

“We address you now oomplnining of the ac- 
tion of the Local Govertmont in pnesing through 
the Legislative Council "An Ordinance toamond 
the law in respoot of the asle of shares ia’ com- 
panies registered under the Companies Ordinguces 
1865 to 1886 and in othor joint stock companies,” 
‘which Ordinanea, if altowod and contivmad by Har 
Most Gracious Majesty the Queen aud put into 
operation, will unduly interfere with a very 
valuable bus ness carried on in this coluny.‘and 
will eoriously injure many of-your potitionors. 

This Ordinanoe, first introdused in July, 1890, 
by an_nnofficial member of Counoil, the Honour:
